legislature and now being put into | 


effect, raises the price of a license 

rom $3, at which it bas stood for 
a long time, to $5, and notice has 
been given to all the 700 marriage 
license issuers in the province to 
charge that rate in the future, 


The increase has beon made for 
a double purpose; to rase more 
reveuue for the province and to 
serve a8 a check on the number of 
too-youthful marriages, It is be- 
lieved that it will bave a tendency 
in this direction without discourag 
ing the orthodox and legitimate 
marriages, 

Auother amendment to the ordi. 
nance, also operative this month, 
is to the effect that persons over 
eighteen, but under twenty one 
years, who formerly have had to 
have the consent of a parent be- 
fore being given license to marry, 
may now have such license issued 
to them if they are living apart 
from their parents, earning their 
own living, and not receiving any 
parental support, 

Persona between eighteen and 
twenty-one years, whose parents 
refuse consent, may now apply to a 
judge of the supreme or district 
courts, who may, at his discretion 
yrant an order that a license be 
issued, This is provided by a 
third amendment to the marriage 
ordinance,
